Hr. Maurict H. Halp^rin, an Author­ 
ity on La tin-American affairs, fled the 
United States seven years afro after 
Senate investigators inquired into his 
alleged espionage activities. 


He ha* turned up in Moscow, 
iv here he admit* he has been work­ 
ing for the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences “doing research in the 
foreign field, especially relating to 
underdeveloped countries.’* 


Dismissed by Boston University be­ 
cause he refused to say whether he was 
a Communist, Dr. Hal per in is probably 
supplying the Soviet government with 
information to which he had access 
during World War Two as head of the 
Tat in-American Division of the OSS. 
Presumably he has a part in Russia's 
intrusion in Cuban affairs. 
Dr. Halnenn's latest activities came 
to ’ H e when tho State Department re* 
v " ' H flirt in July he Ired the effront­ 


ery to apply to our embassy in Moscow’ 
for renewal of his passport. 
He could do this under a 1958 U.S. 
Supreme Court decision which said that 
passports cannot he denied Communists 
or others because of their political be­ 
liefs. 
Preposterous as it may seem, there’s 
no law against a traitor working for a 
foreign government if he can keep his 
treason a secret. 
Furthermore, he cannot he de­ 
nied a passport when there’* no 
court order for his arrest. 
In the 
absence of legal proof, the State 
Department is powerless. 
The Supreme Court’s decision weak­ 
ens the country’s security against in­ 
ternational 
Communism. 
Corrective 
legislation that would restore some of 
the State Department’s authority over 
suspected traitors should receive sym­ 
pathetic consideration at the next ses­ 
sion of Congress.

Facing Outward Is Better 


In a special issue the industrial maga­ 
zine, Steel, asserts that 700,000 Ameri­ 
cans have lost employment since 1950 
due to rising imports and lagging ex­ 
ports—and that the number may grow. 
Foreign competition has become stiff­ 
er in many fields. 
In just one of them, 
automobiles, the magazine estimates 
that a three-year increase of 560,000 
imported cars plus a 70,000 decline in 
auto exports cost the jobs of nearly 40,- 
000 workers. 
As to causes, the business magazine 
ascribes the trend first to high costs 
of labor in the United States, second 
to industrial expansion and moderni­ 
zation in Europe and Japan, some of 
it with American aid, and third an 
energetic drive in those countries to 
make up their deficiencies. 
All this a couple of decades ago would 
have led Automatically to a demand for

higher tariffs to protect American in­ 
dustries and workers. 
But something 
lias changed. 
The United States now 
is competing on a large scale in t h e 
world market. 
Any employment 
it 
could foster by tariff-protected prices 
The Pennsylvania Story

consequent sacrifice of foreign sales. 
To improve American export per­ 
formance, says Steel, management will 
have to adopt a world concept, sharpen 
it* marketing, strengthen technology, 
and improve service; labor will have 
to become less preoccupied with feath­ 
erbedding or make-work moves a n d 
more concerned with productivity; gov­ 
ernment will have to revise depreciation 
rules in taxation and seek the easing 
of import restrictions abroad. 
These are courageous, forward-look­ 
ing, and promising courses of action.
